TIRED OF STRUGGLE 

PRISONER SAYS THE 

DEFENDERS ARE IN WANT 


The Japanese Who Are Besieging Port 
Arthur Hive Offered Terms of 
Surrender to Troops. 


(Associated Press.) 

Chefoo, N«>v. S.—3.30 p.iu.—The Jap¬ 
anese besieging Tort Arthur, ignoring 
Lieut.-Gen. Stocssel, the commander of 
the Russian military forces there, have 
offered terms of surrender to the Rus¬ 
sian soldiers, according to advices leav¬ 
ing Port Dalny yesterday. In the mean¬ 
while the ceaseless activity of picks and 
spokes, gradually advancing, spells in¬ 
exorable fate to the watching Russians. 

A Russian prisoner, captured October 
20th, said the soldiers composing the 
garrison of Port Arthur, in want and dis¬ 
pirited. saw the hopelessness of the strug¬ 
gle. Despairing of relief, with food 
scarce and medicine and hospital supplies 
insufficient, it was admitted by the Rus¬ 
sians that Japanese victory was ulti¬ 
mately inevitable. The soldiers, accord¬ 
ing to the prisoner, see no reason to pro¬ 
long the resistance which brings glory 
to their officers, but chiefly hnrdship and 
death to them. 

Upon hearing the prisoner's story Gen. 
Nogi drafted a letter to be distributed 
among the soldiers themselves, the pris¬ 
oner having .promis'd to deliver it in 
mercy to his comrades. The letter re¬ 
lated Gen. Kouropatkin's retreats and his 
inability to make an impression on the 
army of Field Marshal Oyama, to say 
nothing of breaking through hia forces 
aud relieving Port Arthur. 

The letter also pointed out that the 
second Russian fleet had just started on 
iis slow voyage. Continuing, it called at¬ 
tention to the resistless advance of the 
Japanese trenches, making it only a mat* 
ter of weeks, while the Jupancso would 
walk into the main Russian strongholds. 

In conclusion the letter offered huuiaue 
treatment to all who surrendered, saying 
it was in the interests of humanity to 
prevent further useless slaughter. 

Several copies of the letter written in 
Russian were given to the prisoner who 
regained the Russian lines uuobscrved by 
his officers. 

That night the Russian returned say¬ 
ing Ids comrades would answer within n 
few days. He said the temper of thtiiucn 
seemed to show that while they were 
mutinous towards fute, they also did not 
like the idea of an unofficial surrender. 
The letter did much, however, to dispel 
among the Russian troops the impression 
fostered by their effort* that a massacre 
Would follow a Japanese victory. 

The company to which the prisoner be¬ 
longed originally numbered 800 aud now 
total* thirty men.

Chefoo, Nov. 8.—Unofficial news re- 1 
ceived from Port Arthur since Saturday’s 
report of the progress made uy the l>e- 
siegors indicates that the JapaiH>se opera¬ 
tions are proceeding satisfactorily thougli 
slow, limcMtone formation and rocky 
ground interfering with the sapping. 

It is now considered that the capture of 
Rihluug mountain and east Keekwan 
mountain, without Ants and Etz moun¬ 
tains, is not sufficient to force the Rus¬ 
sian* to abandon the city proper. 

ARMIES WAITING FOR 

MOVE BY OPPONENTS. 

Mukden, via Pekin, Nov. 8.—Artillery 
firing was continuous ail along the line* 
on Monday and intermittent this morn¬ 
ing. A bottle might commence at any 
hour. 

It will be a question of many days, if 
not weeks, to decide the position, which 
is the most interesting since the com¬ 
mencement of the war. Each side i* 
waiting for the other to attack. 

ARE PREPARING FOR % 

ANOTHER GREAT BATTLE. 

Tokio, ?£pv. 8.—Reports from the 
Shakhe river state that both armies aro 
still strengthening their positions along 
the river and are otherwise busily pre¬ 
paring for another great battle. 

The scouts are constantly in touch and 
frequent outpost skirmishes occur, but 
there is no likelihood of a general en¬ 
gagement for the present. 

Reinforcements of Russian troops, guns 
and supplies are constantly arriving at 
the front, filling the gaps caused by the 
crushing losses at the battle of Shakhe 
river, ' 

DEFENDERS REPORTED 

IN LIAOTI HILL FORT. 

London. Nov. 7.—Special dispatches 
from Chefoo and Tientsin report that the 
defenders of Port Arthur have retired 
to the Liaoti hill fort, where they are 
holding out desperately, entrenched and 
with ten gnns of large calibre. ,Many 
Russians, the correspondent asserts, are 
deserting and surrendering. The Jap¬ 
anese, it is added, are advancing with an 
Irresistible energy. 

More reliable reports do not confirm 
these statements, but the Tokio report of 
the capture of Wantai hill, & dominat¬ 


ing fort within two miles of the railway 
terminus, shows that the Japanese ure 
making rapid strides. 

Bennett Burleigh, the Daily Tele¬ 
graph's correspondent, report* from Che¬ 
foo that there was no fighting on ‘the 
night of November 5th. The troops of 
the Mikado, he says, hare frequently 
stolen into the native town of Port 
Arthur after dark, but invariably were 
driven out at daylight with heavy losses. 
The Japanese have four large forts fac¬ 
ing the Russian works on Rihlung moun¬ 
tain aud Shuushu mountain, where they 
are mounting naval guns on stoue foun¬ 
dations 

Mukden dispatches to Berlin state that 
the Russian commander* are preparing 
their men to hear of the fall of Port 
Arthur.

OF JAP MAN-OF-WAR. 

Shanghai, Nov. S.—It Is reported in 
British circles that a Japanese man-of- 
war ling been sunk by a mine off Port 
Arthur. 

FIGHT BRTWWEN POLICE 

AND RESERVISTS. 

New York, Nov. 8.—A Berlin dispatch 
to the Time* says: 

*'A eireular. widely distributed in the 
Russian army, despite the strictest con¬ 
trol, ha* reached here. It contains the 
following: 

“No ono going C«* the war returns. It 
is better to defend our rights than to 
shed blood unnecessarily. We workmen 
cannot look on with indifference while 
our comrades perish.”

WIVES OF RAHCBERS 

FIGHT WITH REVOLVERS 


Oce Womu Died From Her Injuries— 
She Continued Firing After Being 
Woooded.

Evanston, Wyo., Nov. A—Mrs. Leon 
Demur*, shot in a dnel by her neighbor, 
Mrs. Nancy Richards, is dead. 

Several times the women had come to 
blows, and each had warned the other 
the next encounter would be with guns. 

Mrs. iMunra went to Mrs. Riehanls's 
ranch near Fort Bridges, and upon being 
order away displayed a big revolver. 
Mrs. .Richards had boon carrying a 
weapon in expectation of meeting Mrs. 
Demur*. 

Mrs. Richards says Mrs. Demurs fired 
first, but there were no other witnesses. 
At the second shot Mrs. Demurs fell 
with n bullet in her breast, but kept <m 
tiring, emptying the revolver. Mr*. 
Richards also fired six ahots. 

Both are wives of ranchers. They are 
30 years old. Mrs. Richards was ar¬ 
rested. 

BOY IMPRISONED. 

Sentenced to Three Mow ha In Jail for Lese

tion with other boyis he condemned the 
neutrality of Germany tn the present war, 
and also made derogatory remarks about 
the Kaiser."

“Last night there was another quarrel, 
and to-day as Sargent was leaving 8ho- 
make and his wife, after having brought 
out their meal to them. Shoniako fired a 
revolver Into Sargent's back, causing In¬ 
stant death. Sltoniakc'a mind is thought 
to be affected.” 

FATHER SHOT BY SON. 

Detroit, Nov. C.—Edward Howard, a 
patternmaker, was ahot and killed at hla 
home here to-day by his son Arthur, 
aged 21 years. The elder Howard, who 
had been drinking, attacked his wife be¬ 
cause she refused to give him money for 
more liquor. 

The daughter came to the mother'* 
rescue. Howard pinned them both to 
the floor and waa choking them when 
the son entered. The son and mother 
assert that Uhe shooting was accidental.

RIOTOUS SCENES 
AT POLLING I 


ALLEGED ILLEGAL 

V0T1HG III HEW YORK 


Number of Arrests Were Made Daring 
Morning- Note, on the Presi¬ 
dential Election. 


(Associated Press.) 

New York, Nov. 8.—Throughout the 
entire east ideal weather prevails to¬ 
day. From Maine down the coast line 
and hack in the interior it is sunhy and 
crisp, and as a result an extremely 
heavy vote is being polled. This is par¬ 
ticularly true in- the rural districts, 
where a long spell of dry weather has 
put the roads in excellent condition, and 
enabled the voters to reach the polls. Iu 
fact up to noon to-day reports indicate 
that the good weather extend* over the 
whole country, aud lend the experts at 
headquarters to predict that the vote 
cast will be the heaviest in many elec¬ 
tions. ^ 

In New York state the weather condi¬ 
tions and the earnest efforts of l*»th 
parties to get the voters out as early as 
possible are having n decided effect, nnd 
fmm many places up the state it was re¬ 
ported that a third of the vote had been 
east by 0 o’clock. An unusually heavy 
vote was reported in every city and town 
heard from during the morning. 

In this city perfect weather brought 
out a large early vote, and the voting 
continued heavy during the morning. It 
was estimated in the iky during the 
morning votes were being east nt the 
rate of one hundred thousand an hour, 
although a number of arrest* were made 
on charges of illegal registration. 

Number of Arrest*. 

New York. Nov. 8.—Almost perfect 
weather condition* prevailed iu Greater 
New York, and early conditions pointed 
to n heavy vote in to-day's election. From 
the moment the |m>Um opened nt G o'clock 
the 1 sooth* in many election districts 
were tilled, mid lines <rf men stood wait¬ 
ing their turn to de|»o*it a ballot. 

While perfect order prevails in most 
seditions of the city, trouble began in 
same quarters alnu«t at the start, aud 
arrests for alleged illegal voting began 
almost simultaneously with the opening 
of the indie. In some rate* the arrests 
were accompanied by disorderly demon¬ 
strations. and nt least two persons, a 
iHilu-eman and a citizen, were injured 
before voting had been in progress 20 
minutes. 

Parker Votes. 

Kingston, N. Y.. Nov. S. —Judge Park¬ 
er voted here, having driven over from 
E sop mis. accompanied by his private sec¬ 
retary, to cast his ballot. 

President at Oyster Bny. 

Oyster Bay. Nov. 8.—President Roose¬ 
velt, with his pdrty. arrived here at 0.41 
a.m. to-day on a special train, and the 
President was driven directly from the 
staition to fhe polling place in the fifth 
precinct of Oyster Bny, where he cast 
his ballot. As he drew away from the 
(tolling place, the crowd which had 
gathered to see him cheered enthusiasti¬ 
cally. 

In Massachusetts. 

Boston, Mass.. Nov. 8.—Indications of 
the polling of an unusually large vote 
throughout Massachusetts appeared in 
•Che early part of election morning. The 
weather was a trifle colder. In Boston 
nnd the suburbs early reports told of a 
heavy |N>lling. The opinion* of Demo- | 
eratic leaders offered upon to-day's elec¬ 
tion concede the state for President ! 
Roosevelt by perhaps 00,000, hut claim¬ 
ed ihe election of Wm. L. Douglas for 
governor. Predictions were made that 
the vot in Massachusetts would reach 
425,000. Democrats estimate that Doug- 
las will carry the city of Boston by 
over 20,000, nnd Judge Parker about 
18,000. 

Will Close Early. 

Cleveland, O.. Nov. 8.—The vote in 
this city was very heavy during the early 
hours of ttlie day, probably owing to the 
New Ohio law, closing the polls at 4 
o’clock. 

For President Or^Jy. 

Portland. Maine, Nov. 8.—Maine 
voter* were called upon to-<l«y to ballot 
only for Presidential candidates, hut the 
prevalence of desirable weather. It was 
estimated, would bring about a large 
vote. The state is claimed by the Re¬ 
publicans by about 25,000 for Roosevelt 
and Fairbanks. 

Eayly at Booths. 

! Now Haven, Conn., Nov. 8.—Clear. 

' crisp weather was reported from all 
parts of Connecticut. In this city scores 
of voters were on hand to cast their bal¬ 
lots when the polls were opened. The 
crush o I voters was unprecedented, in 
one ward 100 men being in line before 
daylight. 

Republicans Claim State. 

Indianapolis. Ind., Nov. 8.—Election 
day in Indiana opened with Bnb wea¬ 
ther. Both parties have made elaborate 
arrangements to get out the full vote. 
Republican managers are claiming the 
state by 30,000, with a gnin of two con¬ 
gressmen and a safe majority in the leg¬ 
islature. 

Prohibitionists Confident. 

Chicago, Nov. 8.—Optimism over the 
election prospects prevails in the coun¬ 
cils of the prohibition party. Oliver W. 
Stewart, chairman of the prohibition na¬ 
tional committee, saya he is confident 
Silas O. 8wallow will receive 300,000 of 
the votea cast to-iky, which is an ad¬ 


vance of 00.000 over the ballot given 
John G. Wooley in 1900. 

First Returns For Roosevelt. 

Boston. Mass.. Nov. 8.—The first three 
towns in Massachusetts to report com¬ 
plete returns for President in to-day's 
election gave the following aggregate 
vote: Parker, 4G2; Roosevelt, 558. 

The same towns in 1900 gave Bryan 
490 and McKinley 593. The figures show 
a loss of 28 iu the total Democratic vote 
and of 35 iu the total Republican vote.

Dpettty Sheriff Mortally Woooded aod 
Several Other Officials Injured 
During Fight at Booths.

(.’ripple Creek, Col., Nov. 8.—Two 
Democratic election judges were killed 
in this district to-day. A. Peabody, 
deputy nhVriff. was mortally wounded 
nnd a number of I>em<M*ratie judges 
wen* beaten and thrown into jail. 

Ike 1.llelH.lt nnd Chris. Miller, judges 
at Goldfield, were shot down by one of 
the sheriff*s deputies. They had ordered 
the deputy off the polling place. He re¬ 
fused to go nnd turning upon the judges 
shot and killed them. 

At Midway Ed. Doyle, • a deputy 
sheriff, assaulted Mrs. Kennedy, wife of 
a Democratic judge, ami in the struggle 
that ensued tore her dress and slapped 
her. El. O'Leary, a Democratic 
watcher, interfered and shot Doyie, fatal¬ 
ly wounding him. O’Leary waa arrest¬ 
ed. 

James Wnfferford, the deputy who 
killdd the two election officers iu Gold¬ 
field. was a secret service man during 
the military rule m the district. Miller 
and Idlebolt Were union men. 

Another Murder. 

Nashville, Tenn., Nov. 8.—“Dick” 
Walton, a farmer nnd Democrat, has 
been shot and killed nt his home. He 
attended a political meeting recently and 
it is said threatened several persons.

IIow It Is Done in tho North German 
Lloyd—A Training Ship. 

A vessel that is attracting great in¬ 
terest iu. shipping circles is the Herzn- 
gian C polite, one of the North German 
Lloyd ^ school ships, lately arrived in 
the West Indies docks, says the London 
leader. She is manned by t50 odd ca¬ 
dets. undergoing a ^course <*f training to 
qualify as officer*' in the German mer¬ 
cantile marine. The system is n most 
remarkably thorough and eff«*etive one. 

The Ilereogian Cecilio is n large four- 
masted sailing vessel, of over 3,000 tons 
register, and on the occasion of our 
representative's visit, her decks pre- 
sen ted a busy scene. On every side 
cadets were engaged in executing vari¬ 
ous tasks in practical seamanship. 

On the forecastle head a party, under 
i the supervision of an officer, were hoist- 
I lug the anchor inboard, for as the vessel 
carries no paid seamen whatever, all the 
work must of necessity be done by the 
cadets themselves. 

Another party were assisting the car¬ 
penter in trimming down a spar to rc- 
J place a yard that had been found faulty 
[ up aloft. Aft on the poop, a great sail 
was spread out and undergoing repairs. 
Vet another party were engaged in dis¬ 
mantling ami overhauling the steering 
gear. 

Others, again, were being initiator 
by their instructor into the mysteries of 
signalling by means of lings. 

Down below in the* class room the, 
junior cadets were receiving instruction 
iti seamanship, illustrated by means of 
a large model mast and yards; whilst 
more ndvanced ones were working prob¬ 
lems in navigation, striving to rectify 
those vagaries of the compass known as 
‘'deviations,” or locating the ship’s posi¬ 
tion from observations tuken at noon 
with their sextants. 

Another class was engaged in the 
more congenial occupation of learning 
how to sail and handle n lifeboat upon 
the stormy siirfnec of the dock basin. 
Incidentally, the Cecilie can muster a 
fine boat’s crew, and stout of heart and 
strong of arm indeed must be the 
champions of a rival training ship that 
try conclusions with them. 

Tho ship carries n doctor, and boasts 
of an empty hospital. In fact, from 
the general appearance of the cadets 
ami their officers, one can easily imagine 
that the gentleman -ip question is not 
overworked.

^‘Having been reinforced during the 
night, the Russians charged down upon 
the Japanese and a desperate hand-to- 
hand conflict ensued. The Japanese beat

A Jap¬ 
anese sub lieutenant, with thirty volun- j 
teers, then succeeded in making his way I 
to the rear of the fort. Then* he en- * 
gagd iu n |M-rsonul conflict with a Rus¬ 
sian officer and killed him.

. "Washington has apparently far out¬ 
stripped South Dakota os the prize state 
for granting divorces," say* the Spokane 
Spokesman-Review. "In the year ended 
Oetober 1st, there were ^00 divorces grant¬ 
ed In Spokane county. Aa Spokane county 
ha* about 11 per cent, of the population 
of the state, all the divorce* Issued In 
Washington, on that ratio, would number 
about 1,850. 

"South Dakota, with n population of 
500.000, la bragging complacently of 087 
divorces within the past year. That means 
one divorce per year for every 500 people. 

“Here In Spokane connty there was one 
divorce for every 400 people. 

"To figure It another way. there wa* a 
divorce for every 80 families In the county. 
In 20 years of married life, therefore, on 
that basis, each couple would have one 
chance In fnnr of ltelng divorced. 

“The divorce record* here show dome 
curious fluctuations. There werje 150 grant¬ 
ed from January let. 1002. to January 1st. 

1003, and there were 225 granted In the 
succeeding year ended January lat, 1004. 
Of late apparently thpre was a slight de¬ 
cline In the activity of the divorce courts, 
for only 200 were granted In the 12 month* 
from October 1st, lOfKI, to October 1st, 

1004. "

la>rd Penrhyu held out, won the victory 
and not only that, but likewise the good 
will of tin* very men with whim he lmd 
been fighting. During the lifetime of his 
father, the latter had tried the experi¬ 
ment of working the quarries under the 
management of a committee of the men-, 
'which ended in chaos and disaster, from 
which they were frscued by the present 
Ia»rd lVnrhjrp, who took them into his 
own hands and brought them buck into 
a condition of prosperity. 

This experiment of his father deter¬ 
mined him to permit no outside interfer¬ 
ence with his property, and while he of¬ 
fered Ho objection to his men forming 
themselves into association* «»f the bene¬ 
fit order, he decline!" to allow them to 
import professional labor agitator* from 
tin* outside, as officers of the Union*, or 
to tolerate relations between the latter 
and other Inlaw union* throughout the 
country. resolved not to expose himself 
to the danger of sympathetic strikes. It 
was this that brought about the war l>e- 
twreen his men and himself, arid, rather 
than give way. he shut down hi* quar¬ 
ries. To-day they are once more working 
in full blast, his men having yielded to 
his term*. 

These are exceedingly liberal in the 
matter of pay and hour*, far more. In¬ 
deed. than in any other slate quarries 
where labor unions are in control. 
-Mtttcover, he has established a system of 
pensions, and is extremely generous and 
indulgent in the matter of rent, all the 
workingmen in hi* employ Ixing his 
tenants. 

Lord Penrhyn shows the same solici¬ 
tude for the material and moral welfare 
for the people of his estates ns other 
English territorial magnates,, who are 
keenly alive to the fact that the pos¬ 
session of land carries obligations with it. 
Indeed, during tho years that his men 
wore on strike he refrained from expel¬ 
ling them from their holdings, and re¬ 
lieved their destitution, even while they 
were wilging the bitterest kind of war 
against him. 

Lord Penrhyn is Jlie second peer of his 
name. Hi* father was a Scotch soldier, 
a Colonel Dougina, who nmrrhsl the 
daughter and heiress of George Pennant, 
of Penrhyn Castle, the value of Whose '**- 
tntes was mmmetyiuntte with the pride 
of his pedigree from Trevor Tudor, the 
founder of the Tribe of the Marches. 


.New rounuinml has had her fqgism of 
political activity, too, in order to be in 
harmony with the prevailing condition of 
the continent. The Lilterul party of tho 
ancient colony has emerged from tho 
contest victorious, after a sharp conflict, 
in which tho issues, wo grievq td say, 
were of considerable interest to Can- 
mi" a ns. Tho Toronto New*, after a 
careful study of the situation and a 
critical examination'.of the nature of the 
campaign as revealed in the Newfound¬ 
land newspapers, concludes that the feel¬ 
ings aroused must have beeii intense and 
bitter. The course, of the campaign 
seems to prove that union with Canada 
i* unpopular with the masses. To de¬ 
scribe tho contest ns strenuous would be 
mild.

to public favor, are before the country 
to-day, with others who have comprom¬ 
ised every principle of honesty, and they 
are now rubbing their noses together in 
n deep laid plot to sell our country to 
Canada.” 

Ho declares that if this awfnl calam¬ 
ity of union with Canada should come 
almnt, “the annihilation of the fanning 
industry would follow. Not another bar¬ 
rel of potatoes, not another ton of hay, 
not another head of cattle would bo 
raised in Newfoundland for sale, and the 
farming communities would speedily be¬ 
come deserted villages. Thq farmer* of 
Cod toy, and the other arable sections in 
the bays, who raise potatoes, turnips, 
cabbage, hay and cattle for the local 
markets would be swamped by the im¬ 
ported articles and would have to aban¬ 
don their homes and seek a livelihood in 
some foreign laud.” 

The above may lie considered as the 
humorous feature of the situation. Tho 
calamities the editor sees in store for 
his countrymen in ease they listen to the 
blandishments of the* Canadian sorceress 
are merely painted by his imagination. 
The serious nspect of the affair is point¬ 
ed out by our contemporary. The suc¬ 
cess of Abe Bond government means in¬ 
definite postponement of the union which 
is so desirable from a Canadian stand- 
I*ohit. It may result in the ratification 
of a treaty with the United States, by 
which the New England fishermen will 
have access to the bait fisheries. If 
Newfoundland should enter Confedera¬ 
tion, Canada would have control of the 
inshore fisheries, ti^ou which the deep 
sea fishing depends, and would be in a 
favorable position to deal with the Unit¬ 
ed States on some larger questions. The 
full effect of this power can hardly be 
estimated. This, of course, is not the 
only reason why Canadians woukl like 
the Island to join the Dominion. There 
are sentimental considerations of great¬ 
er weight than the material advantage of 
getting bait for our fishermen. For that 
reason the issue of the election will be 
of gr^at interest and of some import¬ 
ance tq this country. 

The issue* are settled. The anti-con¬ 
federates have secured a huge majority. 
Union with Canada is postponed indefi¬ 
nitely. Such an opportunity as the lato 
Conservative government had of making 
a good bargain with Newfoundland may 
not arise again for years. Sir Macken¬ 
zie Bowell ha* a great deal to answer for.

When a play ha* been accepted for pro¬ 
duction, it is sent to the scene-painter 
who goes over it carefully, taking note of 
all detail* to In.* reproduced. Then, if 
the subject is difficult, he makes n sketch 
of it iu the fiat. If thi* proves satisfac¬ 
tory to manager, actor and. author he 
builds it up in a miniature model, on the 
scale of half an inch to the joot, as per¬ 
fect in proportion and exquisite in detail 
as the finished scene. An old gentlemau 
lately, looking over a collection of models 
in one of the New York studios, re¬ 
marked that his granddaughter would.be 
delighted to hove them for doll-houses. 
Thp proprietor of tho studio smiled to 
himself. 

The models of a single play cost well 
up toward a thousand dollar*. For an 
ordinary four-act comedy the models, 
scenes, properties, and costumes cost, let 
us say, five or six thousand dollars. The 
c»st of the great scenic productions is 
never as much as the press ageuts say, 
but has been known to exceed one hun¬ 
dred thousand dollars. When the model 
is approved, the stage carpenter takes 
measurements for such framework as 
may be necessary. The clumsy construc¬ 
tion of the okl day* Jia.s given way to the 
soliilest sort of building. Wiudow* slide 
in their sashes, doors slam, shut, ami 
lock. Staircases are solid to the tread. 
Trees are built up in/the ( round, and 
columns are turned out of solid wood. 
But as every show is intended to travel 
among ajl the great cities of the conti¬ 
nent, tho heaviest scene must be made 
of pieces short enough to be packed in 
a freight car. The scene-painter marks 
out the pieces of his model in tiny 
squares, ami then hangs a huge canvas 
beside the paint bridge with correspond¬ 
ing squares in scale. The draughtsman 
stands on the bridge with a piece of char¬ 
coal on a stick like a billiard cue, and 
square by square copies the lines of the 
model, while nu assistant raises and low¬ 
ers the cloth with tackle. .Then the body- 
paint is put on. and the details are ad¬ 
ded until the cloth is complete.—Scrib¬ 
ner’s Magazine.

Henry 
Jnmes, among Thackeray’s worthy suc¬ 
cessors. has followed somewhat slavish¬ 
ly in Thackeray’s steps through this ope 
corner of his extended field of observa¬ 
tion, and his lack of originality is the 
more marked that in rooms and gardens 
and environments determined by the 
taste of man his color schemes are the 
most distinguished to be found in modern 
literature.

THE DEATH CUP. 


Perhaps the most 1 deadly of the pivlsou- 
ous fuugl of our woods uud fields 1* the 
fairly well known death cup (Ainu nit a 
phalloUie*), particularly dangerous from Its 
resemblance to several of the edible nwndi- 
roonis, though gathering fuugl for the table 
should be undertaken by none save those 
thoroughly acquainted with the different 
specie*, a* it L* altogether too easy for the 
Ignorant eutUu«hist to uwike an error which 
may prove fatal to 1 l 1* frleml*. 

The death cup referred to ha* a round 
cap. white, yellowish, or greenish In color, 
and the stem ha* a swollen base, surround¬ 
ed by an envelops, or veil of n w hite filmy 
substance, which iwirts a* the stalk ex¬ 
tend* upward. Tills stalk Is pithy when 
young, but hollow at maturity, and Ll« 
gill* of the cap. which in the meadow 
mushrooms are pink or brown, tiro white 
In the deadly v/irlotf^ a* are also the 
spore*, which dnfSue plaltily *eeu If the 
cap I* laid, gill* down.wtei;d. on' u piece of 
colored (raper for a fewUfAurt. Tho swol¬ 
len, or bulbous base I* a distinguishing 
characte ristic, nn.J no fungus of that ap- 
i^4r,ary’c-,should be gathered for <NH>klng. 
'nti" of the liabilities 1* that tI hvh* caps 
rok y* be broken off without «hic ohMcrvnnce 
vf It* base. which I* often covered with 
'earth or dead grass**, hence not distin¬ 
guished from a*.me of the leplotns, which, 
however, are never surrounded with the 
filmy veil of the death cup. 

The poisonous property of this fungus I* 
largely the same a* that found tn the venom 
of a rattlesnake and also In cholera nn«l 
diphtheria, and sc far science 1* unable to 
produce any eatlsf.ictory antidote, atropine, 
the stomach pump and oil purgatives being 
about the only _resources. Washington 
Post. ^

Even the most cursory observer of 
vegetable life must have been struck 
with the various form* of leaves. Why 
they should be so variously formed does 
not. however, often suggest itself, though 
there i* a reason for the H|K>(. a taI shape 
and texture of almosf every leaf in ex¬ 
istence. Plants, such ns grasses, daffo¬ 
dils* and others, which usually grow in 
clusters, have generally narrow leaves 
growing upright, so ns not to overshade 
one uuother. Otlnr plants of isolated 
habit* have arrangement of foliage which 
secures to themselves the space of 
ground necessary for their develoDUicut. 
Tim daisy, dandelion. Khcpherd'K-puwe—- 
which may mostly b<* tmeiu iu pictures— 
nr* example* of fhi*. A' circle of broad 
leaves pressed against the ground, 
forming what is known a* the rosette 
growth, effectually bar* the approach of 
uny other plant, and keep* clear from 
nil «>ther roots the space of ground neces¬ 
sary to its nutriment. Floating leaves 
and leaves of marsh plant* are usually 
of simple outline. f<»r. having no competi¬ 
tors, they are not liable to get in one an¬ 
other’* light. Submerged plants have 
mostly leaves of narrow - segment—the 
reason for which is not very well undor*. 
stood. although it L assumed by na¬ 
turalists thnt it is for the purpose of ex¬ 
posing n* large a surface a* possible, in 
order to extract the minute proportion of 
carlsmic acid dissolved in a vast bulk 
of water. Leaves on the boughs of trees 
are often much divided, so a* to fold 
easily, to prevent their being rent and 
tom by the wind, while the glossy sur¬ 
face of evergreen* is intended to throw

Lord Wolseiey speaks ns follows of 
the Canadians he commanded in 1805-410 
and ’70; 

"I found they made excellent officers; 
they were thinking, yet practical men, 
without any of the pedantry which too 
often elings to the young officers of ail 
regular armies. My own experience of 
Canada and of its fine, loyal, manly 
people, has taught me that England 1 can 
always depend upon the Canadian 
militia to supply her with n first rate 
division under Canadian officers, who 
are not to he surpassed in military char¬ 
acteristics of a higii order by any other 
troops.” 

As regards fhe above, permit me to 
point out to these gentlemen who so 
lately howled at the lion, the minister of 
militia for his so-called presumption in 
dunking Thai he had in his department 
officers, colonial horn, bred and trained, 
who were qualified for the rank Of gen¬ 
eral officer, that n division is command¬ 
ed by a lieutenant-general, and contains, 
besides cavalry and artillery, two bri¬ 
gades of infantry, each commanded by 
a mnjor-genernl. 

Again Lord Wolseiey says in speakiug 
of the Itcd River expedition.: 

“I was at the time quartermaster-gen¬ 
eral in Canada, and was selected for the 
comma ml of This expedition. 

“1 had come to know and highly value 
the Canadian militia, having had the 
advantage upon several occasions of 
commanding their camps of exercise. I 
was fully nWnreof the splendid material 
of which that force was constituted. The 
men are extremely handy and self-reli¬ 
ant; in fact. wh. ii weU trained they can¬ 
not he beaten gs fighting soldiers. 

“Their -officers accustomed in civil life 
to think for themselves, their minds not 
dwarf ted or trammelled by strict rules 
and regulations, were men ofter my own 
heart, and for the work before us they 
were certainly the best possible materi¬ 
al. In parenthesis may I say that if 
wis<lnm ruled our councils upon military 
matters—it does so hut seldom—we 
should employ a Canadian division un¬ 
der its own officers iu every serious war 
we undertake. 

“Fortunate, indeed, will he the com¬ 
mander-in-chief who should have such 
a military 'force at his disposal in any 
war into which England may be forced.” 

The above words should In* taken 
deeply to heart by every Canadian, man 
aud woman, and although some may say 
we are living in a fool** paradise, it is 
not so. Canadian militiamen know fully 
well their wants, and have known them 
for muny years, and one of these wants 
is not rlint of military experience or 


fraction.

smr TYPE OF BATTLESHIP. 


British Admiralty Sock* fo Neutralise 
Torpedo Attack—I>ouble Bottom 
Developed. 


Flan* for the new Lord Nelson type 
of battleship, shortly to be laid down, 
show some of the lessons which the Brit¬ 
ish admiralty have already learned from 
the Russo-Japanese war. 

Chief among the npw features is the 
determined attempt to neutralise tho 
deadly effect of the torpedo attack. The 
idea of armoring these ships under water 
with four-inch Krupp plating has been 
abandoned, it being considered that the 
protection imparted agninst torpedoes by 
light armor is problematical. 

Philip Watts’s plan consists of tho 
development of a double bottom. Tho 
distance between (lie inner and the outer 
skin ha* heretofore been only a few 
inches. Mr. Watts hope* that by build¬ 
ing the inner wall of stouter plating and 
allowing a considerable space between it 
nnd the outer bilge of the ship the ex¬ 
plosion of a torpedo onteide the vessel 
will not suffice to fracture both skins. 

To minimis© the risk of this stH! far¬ 
ther, it is intended to fill the apace be¬ 
tween the inner nnd outer walls with, 
some loose material that will take up 
much of the concussion. Another strik¬ 
ing departure in design is afforded by 
tlie midship cross section df these new 
battleships. They will have virtually no 
carve at all to the bilge, being very 
nearly square. The Idea is that in a hull 
of this shape the bottom is lees likely to 
be affected by torpedoes. 

The walls of the magazines are to bo 
very much more mnseive than in any pre¬ 
ceding type. This is due to the fact that 
in some of the Russian warships tho 
magazino walls are known to have split 
in action.
